Food Intolerance or Allergy?

Food allergies affect about one in 
13 U.S. children, double the latest 
government estimate, a new study 
suggests. 

The researchers say about 40 per- 
cent of them have severe reactions — 
a finding they hope will erase mis- 
conceptions that food allergies are 
just like hay fever and other season- 
al allergies that are troublesome but 
not dangerous. 

Overall, 8 percent of the children 
studied had food allergies; peanuts 
and milk were the most common 
sources. That translates to nearly 
6 million U.S. children. 

The most recent government esti- 
mate, from the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, was based 
on in-home interviews and found 
that about 3 million children were 
affected, or about 4 percent. Other 
estimates based on different meth- 
ods have ranged from 2 percent to 
8 percent. 

The new study, funded by an advo- 
cacy group, is based on online inter- 
views with parents of kids younger 
than age 18 and involved 40,104 chil- 
dren. Research firm Knowledge Net- 
works conducted the survey. Fami- 


lies were recruited through random 
telephone dialing. 

The findings suggest that food 
allergies affect two kids per class- 
room, said lead author Dr. Ruchi 
Gupta, a pediatrician and research- 
er with Chicago’s Children’s Memo- 
rial Hospital.

Only about half the town’s res- 
idents actually left, Catron County 
Undersherififlan Fletcher said Sun- 
day. “We’re preparing for the worst 
and hoping for the best,” he said. 

The blaze has consumed nearly 
800 square miles, a little more than 
511,000 acres, and more than 3,500 
firefighters were trying to stop 
its advance. In southern Arizo- 
na, a wildfire south of Sierra Vista 
remained 27 percent contained 
at about 21,000 acres, or nearly 
33 square miles. About 44 homes 
already have been destroyed by the 
Monument fire, and about 2,600 
homes were evacuated, (ap)

The drama over Greece’s imploding 
finances moved Sunday to Luxem- 
bourg, where eurozone ministers 
must approve an immediate loan to 
keep Greece from defaulting next 
month but will wrangle over terms 
for a second massive bailout. 

The meeting of the 17 eurozone 
nations comes after a week that saw 
rioting in Athens, a Greek Cabinet 
reshuffle, days of market turmoil 
that sent borrowing costs spiking 
and Germany softening its demand 
on the extent that banks and other 


private lenders share the risks of 
any new loans to Greece. 

On only his third day in office, 
Greece’s new finance minister, 
Evangelos Venizelos, faced his first 
big test Sunday: negotiating the 
vital second bailout package with 
Greece’s international creditors. 

In Athens, Greek Prime Minis- 


ter George Papandreou confirmed 
that talks were under way over the 
second bailout, which he said was 
“roughly equal” to the country’s 
first $157 billion rescue. 

The eurozone and the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund have based 
their approval of additional money 
on Athens’ passing budget cuts 


worth $40 billion before the end of 
the month, as well as starting the 
unpopular privatization program. 
Those measures have sparked pro- 
tests and forced Papandreou to 
reshuffle his government. 

The IMF and Germany, the two 
biggest contributors to Greece’s 
bailout, have had to back away from 
previous demands as panic swelled 
in markets around the world, giv- 
ing Europe and Greece more space 
to sort out their differences. 

Many experts say Greece’s debt 
load is too great and expect it to 
eventually default. The European 
Central Bank, however, has been 
adamant that a Greek default is 
unthinkable, because it could set 
off an unpredictable financial chain 
reaction, (ap)

Bit by bit, politicians use provocative 
remarks to help fill campaign coffers 


Washington 

In the ever-evolving world of cam- 
paign fundraising, some politicians 
have stumbled on yet another way 
to bring in buckets of cash. Let’s 
call it the “money blurt.” 

Here’s how it works: An up- 
and-coming politician blurts out 
something incendiary, provoca- 
tive or otherwise controversial. 
The remark bounces around the 
Internet blogs and talk shows, and 
becomes a sensation. 

And in the midst of it all, the 
politician’s fundraisers are man- 
ning the phones and raking in the 
donations. 

Consider Rep. Michele Bach- 
mann, R-Minn., the tea party favor- 
ite and newly minted presidential 
candidate, who has made a spe- 
cialty of raising money in the wake 


of bold and well-placed remarks. 
Shortly after accusing President 
Obama of having “anti-Ameri- 
can views” during one cable-news 
appearance, for example, Bach- 
mann took in nearly $1 million. 

The phenomenon marks anoth- 
er phase in the quest for money in 
politics, fueled by the eternal hum 
of the Internet, social media sites 
and 24-hour cable news. The tac- 
tic could prove especially valuable 
for such insurgent candidates as 
Bachmann, who are likely to rely 
heavily on smaller donations for 
their 2012 campaigns. 

“If you’re in the money game 
and you say something controver- 
sial, you’ll have support from a very 
energetic core,” said Ron Bonjean, 
a GOP consultant and co-founder 
of Singer Bonjean Strategies. 

The money blurt is a close cous- 


in to a technique called the “money 
bomb,” in which a campaign or 
its supporters designate a spe- 
cific day or time period to raise a 
vast amount of cash and generate 
publicity. The best known practi- 
tioner is libertarian favorite Rep. 
Ron Paul, R-Texas, whose follow- 
ers have used money bombs to raise 
as much as $6 million at a time for 
his presidential campaigns. 

Political strategists and cam- 


paign-finance experts say the use 
of money blurts marks a modern 
twist on an age-old strategy of cap- 
italizing on key moments to raise 
money. The tactic is helped along 
by the ease of impulse-giving on 
the Internet, while campaigns gain 


thousands of new names for their 
donor lists. 

That doesn’t mean it’s always a 
good strategy, however. “You can 
turn on the money spigot but still 
end up digging your own grave,” 
Bonjean said. 

It’s hard to tell how much of 
the money-blurt phenomenon is 
truly spontaneous — merely tak- 
ing advantage of an opportuni- 
ty — or whether some outbursts 


are timed for maximum finan- 
cial impact. 

Few campaigns will talk can- 
didly about the issue, but media 
consultants and strategists say 
it’s clear that campaigns are get- 
ting increasingly sophisticated

NTSB: Metro's safety 
is better since crash, 
but problems Unger 

Washington 

Two years after a crash on Metro’s 
Red Line killed nine people, the 
transit authority is still working 
to replace aging railcars, install 
new equipment and make other 
changes that a federal agency said 
are necessary to ensure passen- 
ger safety. 

Metro has made progress, but 
senior executives, congressio- 
nal leaders and oversight groups 
say the transit agency has a lot of 
work ahead. 

“The good news is Metro did 
pay attention,” said Deborah A.R 
Hersman, chairman of the Nation- 
al Transportation Safety Board. 
“They listened, and they’re com- 
mitted to taking action to address 
the deficiencies. They’ve done what 
we asked for, and they’re still mak- 
ing progress.” 

Last June, the first anniversary 
of the accident, Metro was strug- 
gling with a host of problems. 

The agency had a huge budget 
shortfall. The NTSB’s final report 
on the crash between the Fort 
Totten and Takoma stations still 
loomed. Riders faced a complex 
fare increase, and the transit sys- 
tem was in the middle of a search 
for a permanent general manager. 
Plus, Metro was criticized when it 
was late inviting the victims’ fam- 
ilies to a memorial to mark the 
deadliest accident in the transit 
system’s 35-year history. 


The past year has brought a 
multitude of changes. In January, 
the agency hired Richard Sarles 
as its permanent general manag- 
er. Ten of 14 seats on its board have 
new members. The transit agency 
has beefed up its safety depart- 
ment, and it has a new public rela- 
tions message for its riders: Metro 
is moving forward. 

Since the June 22, 2009, acci- 
dent, Metro has installed new safe- 
ty equipment and done more train- 
ing to help prevent accidents. It has 
resolved more than 100 “corrective 


action items” from the NTSB, the 
Federal Transit Administration and 
other watchdog groups. It hopes to 
resolve 10 others soon. 

Metro also has to address about 
200 procedural and administrative 
safety “action items” identified by 
the Tri- State Oversight Commit- 
tee, Metro’s internal audits and 
the FTA. But TOC Chair Matt Bas- 
sett said, “We can sleep at night 
knowing that the process they 
have in place to implement these 
plans is sound.” dana hedgpeth

Poll: Gray’s Popularity in Decline 


Views of D.C. mayor 
change after tenure 
gets off to bad start 

Washington 

Mayor Vincent C. Gray’s popularity 
has plunged across the District and 
is now lower than Adrian M. Fen- 
ty’s was just before Gray soundly 
defeated him in last year’s mayor- 
al election, according to a new poll 
by The Washington Post and the 
Kaiser Family Foundation. 

On the verge of that victory, 
60 percent of District voters held 
favorable views of Gray and 16 per- 
cent expressed negative ones. Now, 


47 percent have a favorable impres- 
sion of Gray, while there’s been a 
24-point jump in those who hold 
a negative opinion of him. 

The findings underscore a tur- 
bulent start for Gray, one that has 
been marred by allegations of nep- 
otism, electoral corruption and 
excessive spending on staff sala- 
ries just nine months after he rode 
to power in the Democratic prima- 
ry on a wave of public dissatisfac- 
tion with Fenty. 

The former D.C. Council 
chairman handily defeated the 
once-wildly popular incumbent, 
promising to lead an ethical and 
transparent government responsive 
to voters across “One City.” 



D.C. Mayor Vincent Gray’s popularity has 
plunged since last fall, a new pollsays. 


But Democratic voters — the 
vast majority of the city’s elector- 
ate — have sharply re-evaluated 
Gray. The number of Democrats 
seeing the mayor as untrust- 
worthy has nearly tripled, and the 
number saying he doesn’t under- 
stand their problems has more 
than doubled. 

“It’s appalling. It’s all appall- 
ing,” said Anne D. Williams of 
Glover Park. “Friends at dinner last 
night, we spent 15 minutes trying 
to remember his name. He’s very 
dull, but ... I don’t trust him. ” 

The telephone poll was conduct- 
ed May 10-31 among a random sam- 
ple of 1,342 adults living in the Dis- 
trict.

Prepaid Cards Catch On 


Read the Fine Print 

The fees prepaid card customers pay can 
add up quickly. First up: an activation fee 
to secure a card. Such fees average $5, but 
at least one provider, Millennium Advantage, 
has charged $99.95, according to the nonprof- 
it group Consumers Union. After that, cus- 
tomers typically pay $3 to $10 each time they load the card with cash. Monthly 
maintenance fees average about $5, but can be double that amount. ATM with- 
drawals can cost $2.50. Printing an account summary can cost up to $5.95. 

And some cards even charge to close the account, (ap)

Rising fees have chased millions of 
people away from banks and into 
prepaid debit cards. 

In just a handful of years, pre- 
paid cards have become the fast- 
est growing payment method in 
the U.S. Just last week, American 
Express became the first main- 
stream financial company to offer 
a prepaid card. 

But the cards have problems of 
their own: Complex fee schedules; 
few of the consumer protections 
afforded to bank and credit card 
customers; and no ability to build 
credit history. 

Consumer advocates are rais- 
ing concerns and demanding more 
oversight, and at least one state is 
investigating prepaid card issu- 
ers. The Consumer Financial Pro- 
tection Bureau is expected to step 
up oversight of the industry when 
it launches in July. 


“People are using prepaid cards 
as checking accounts, and the gov- 
ernment ought to regulate it similar- 
ly,” says Suzanne Martindale, staff 
attorney for Consumers Union, a 
nonprofit advocacy group concerned 
about unfair prepaid card fees. 

Even so, Americans spent 
$140 billion using prepaid cards in 
2009, according to the latest data 
available from the Federal Reserve. 
That’s a 21.5 percent increase each 
year over four years. Prepaid cards 
have gone mainstream by catering 
to the ranks of the unbanked. 

Prepaid cards can be used to pay 
bills or buy merchandise in the same 


places a bank-issued debit card can 
be used. So it’s no wonder prepaid 
is the fastest-growing method of 
payment over the last five years. 
On Tuesday, American Express 
launched a prepaid card in an effort 
to expand its customer base. 

Card issuers make money in two 
ways. They charge fees to custom- 
ers to activate, reload and main- 
tain the cards. Merchants also pay 
a fee every time a card is swiped 
to make a purchase. The growth 
of prepaid cards is also boosting 
profits at retailers. Wal-Mart Stores 
makes 66 cents on each card it sells.

An Uproarious Finish 


Mcllroy sets records 
at U.S. Open to win 
his first major title

Every time Rory Mcllroy lined up 
a shot Sunday, there was some sort 
of record on the line, some kind of 
history to be made. 

That was this year’s U.S. Open 
version of suspense. There was never 
any doubt that the kid from North- 
ern Ireland was going to win it. 

In complete control of his 
emotions and his game, Mcllroy 
never slipped. He won his first 
major championship by shooting 
a 2-under 69 at ultra-soft Con- 
gressional and closed his four-day 
onslaught at l6-under 268, eight 
shots ahead of Jason Day and four 
shots better than the U.S. Open 
scoring record formerly held by 
four players, including men named 
Woods and Nicklaus. 

Mcllroy now joins them on the 
list of major winners, two months 
after a collapse so thorough that 
some wondered whether he could 
ever recover. He took a four-shot 
lead into the final day of the Mas- 
ters. But after hitting his 10th tee 
shot near a cabin on the outskirts of 
Augusta National, he melted down, 
shot 80 and finished 15th. 

His shot on the 10th hole of this 
one showed how far he’s come. On 
the 214-yard par-S, a downhill shot 
over water, Mcllroy knocked the 
ball above the hole, then watched 
as it stopped for a split second and 
started spinning — backward, back-

ward, before stopping an inch or 
two from the hole. He pursed his 
lips. “Oooh,” he said. 

He tapped in for a birdie that 
got him to 17-under par at a tour- 
nament that had never seen a score 
lower than 12 under before Friday. 
He ended up at 16 under, coming 
short of the all-time major record of 
19-under par — set by Tiger Woods 
at St. Andrews in 2000. 

But Mcllroy put plenty of ink 
in that record book nonetheless. 
He owns the scoring records for 
36, 54 and 72 holes at the tough- 
est test in golf and he became only 
the third player to break 70 in all 
four rounds of the U.S. Open. 

He did it at age 22, the same age 
as Jack Nicklaus when he won the 
first of his record 18 majors. The 
two have become friends and the 
Bear appreciates what he’s been 
seeing. “1 think this kid’s going to 
have a great career,” Nicklaus said 
on NBC. “1 don’t think there’s any 
question about it.” (ap)

Phil Mickelson's U.S. Open ended where it began: in the same body of water. On his last hole of the championship Sunday, Mickelson 
stood in a greenside bunker and launched a rainbow that splashed on the fly some ISfeet beyond the other side of the peninsula green.

Booze Clues 



Ice, Ice, Baby 

It’s hard to remember now how 

dreadful winter is. Everything in June 
(and July and August) is constantly 
covered in sweat. Sitting outside 
seenns, at first, essential, but then 
swiftly untenable. 

NornnaUy, ice in 
cocktails is problennat- 
ic — it nnelts so quickly 
and suddenly, your gin 
and tonic is a gin and 
water and tonic. But 
in sunrimer, ice is the 
best part of the cock- 
tail, gin-soaked relief 
that you try to savor but can never 
get enough of. In that spirit, Italian 
bistro Casa Nonna (1250 Connecticut 
Ave. NW, 202-629-2505) has added 
several granita cocktails to its nnenu. 
Granita is Italian shaved ice, a nnound 
of frozen flavor that Casa Nonna has 
innproved with the addition of alcohol. 

There are currently three granita 
cocktails ($12) on the nnenu. They 
conne in two parts: a snnaU pitcher of 
cocktail and a glass of shaved ice into 
which you pour the booze. The best 
is the Ginny Hendricks (because it’s 
hard to top gin cocktails on a sunn- 
nner evening), which plays with crisp, 
citrusy flavors. You can also order 
the Cherry Blossonn, which includes 
vodka, lennon, St. Gernnain and the 
eponynnous flavor; and the Vinchenzo 
Palnner, which nnelds linnoncello and 
Earl Grey tea into a sharp but sunn- 
nnery drink that sneaks up on you if 
you drink nnore than one. 

It seenns gauche to drink anything 
but wine at an Italian restaurant, but 
the nnenu of nouveau Italian dishes 
should help you retain your feeling of 
authenticity. Our rule of thunnb: If it 
contains ricotta cheese, order it.

E Street Band 
Loses a Legend 


Saxophonist's death 
spurs grief-stricken 
outpouring from fans 

Appreciation 

A grateful Nation thanks him for 
his service. 

The E Street Nation — a world- 
wide community wrapped around 
the nucleus of Bruce Springsteen 
and the E Street Band — has lost 
its beloved Big Man, Clarence 
Clemons. 

“The whole E Street Nation is in 
mourning,” grief-stricken Spring- 
steen author Dave Marsh said Sat- 
urday night on E Street Radio after 
the news of the saxophonist’s death. 
Clemons died at age 69 after being 
hospitalized about a week ago fol- 
lowing a stroke at his home in Sing- 
er Island, Fla. 

Besides Springsteen, the band, 
the Nation and, of course, his family, 
the sadness enveloped Lady Gaga; 
she grew up in a Springsteen house- 
hold, recorded with Clemons and 
appeared with him on “American 
Idol.” After his stroke June 12, Gaga 
spoke about how dearly she loved 
Clemons and summoned her Lit- 
tle Monsters to say how much they 
loved him, too, in a compilation of 
touching, heartfelt videos. 

The Big Man just had that 
effect on people. Sure, there was 
the music; who hasn’t shed a tear 
from the exquisite sax strains of 
“Jungleland”? But the music and 
the man were a double draw. 



Beloved E Street Band saxophonist 
Clarence Clemons, 69, died Saturday. 


“He carried within him a love of 
people that made them love him. He 
created a wondrous and extended 
family,” Springsteen said. 

For a week, Clemons’ devas- 
tating stroke had ignited a wild- 
fire of tweets and texts, tears and 
tributes. 

Onstage and off stage, he was 
a joy to behold — flashing that 
million-watt smile as he pumped 
up his own larger-than-life per- 
sona, laughing large. On Twit- 
ter, he billed himself as: “Saxo- 
phonist, sexual adventurer, poet 
and author! And the Biggest Man 
you’ve ever seen!” 

Despite the hyperbole, he 
touched lives in a deeply personal 
way. “There would be no journey 
without you,” he tweeted to fans. 
“Much love. Big Man.” (ap)
